But among# all our Jojes, there was no one that more filled our hearts, then 
the bleſſed continuance of the Preaching of Gops ſacred Word amongſt vs, 
which is that ineſtimable treaſure, which excelleth all the riches of the earth,he- 
cauſe the fruit thereof extendeth it ſelfe , not onely to the time ſpent in this 
tranſitory world , but durectethand dit peſeth menunto that Eternal bappine ſſe 
which is abone in Heauen.

a matter of ſuch importance might inſtly require. 

eAnd now at laſt, by the Mercy of GOD , andthe continuance of our La- 
boxrs, it being brought vnto ſuch a concluſion, as that wee haue great hope that 
#he Church of En — ſhall reape good fruit thereby; we hold it our duety to 
offer it to your MALESTIE not onelyad to our King and Soueraigne, but as to

doe ſo, which therefore doe beare their iuſtreproofe ) but let vs rather bleſlo God ſom the ground of our 
heart, for working this religious care in him, to haue the tranſlations of the Bible macurely co edof 
and examined. For by this meanes it commeth to paſſe, that whartioeuer ig found already ( and all is 
ſound for ſubſtance,in one or other of our editions, and the worſt ef ours 'thentheir authentike 
vulgar)the {ame will ſhine as gold more brightly, being rubbed and zalo, if any thing bee hal- 
ting, or ſuperfluous, or not ſo agreeable to theoriginall , the ſame may bee corrected, and the craeth ſer in 
place. And whar can the King commaund to be done, chat will bring him more true honour then this d 
and wherein could they that haue beene ſer a worke, approue their duetie to the King, yea their obedience 
to God, and loue to his Saints more, then by yeelding their ſeruice, and all that is within them, for the 
furniſhing of the worke ?

Remane Seruice was of two faſhions, the New faſhion, and the Old, (the ouc vſed in one Church, the o- cp. a. 
ther in another) as is to be ſeene in Pa melius a Romanult, his Pretace, betore Micrologus, The fame Pame- 
das reporteth out of R adu'phus de Rius, that about the yeere of our Lord, 1279, Hope Nicol us the third 
remooued out of the Churches of Rene, the more ancient bookes (of Seruice) and brought into vſe tlie 
liſlals of the Friars Ainorites, and commaunded them to bee obſerued there; inſomuch that about an 
hundred yeeres after, when the aboue · named Radulphus happened to be at Rome, he found all the bookes 
to be new (ofthe new ſtampe,) Neither was there this chopping and changing in the moro ancient times 
onely, but allo of late: Pius Quintus himſelfe confeſlech, that euery Biſhopricke almoſt had a peculiar 
kind of ſeruice, moſt vnlike to that which others had: which mooued tum to aboliſh all other Breuiaries, 
though neuer ſo ancient, and priuiledged, and publiſhed by Biſhops in their Dioceſſes, and to eſtabliſh and 
ratihe that onely which was ot his owne letting foorth,in the yeere 1 5 63, N ow,when the father of their 
Chu ch, who gladly would heale the ſore ofthe daughter of his people foftly and ſleightly, and make the 
belt of it, ſindeth ſo great fault with chem tor their oddes and 1ariing; we hope the children haue no great 2 


caule to vaunt of their vniformity. But the ditterence that appearetir betweene our Tranilations, and our 

often correcting of them, is the thing that we are ſpecially charged with; let vs ſee therefore whether they 

themſelues be without fault this way, (if it be to be counted a tault, to correct) and whether they bee tit 

men to throw ſtones at vs: O tandem mor parcas inſane miner :; they that are leſſe found themſelues, ought 

not to obiect inſirmities to others.

PR 
labour and charges bene vndergone, about framing of a new. If they ſay, it was one Popes priuate opi- and 2 0 
nion, and that he conſulted onely himſelfe; then we are able to goe further with them, and to auerre, that Fo 
more of their chiefe men of all ſorts, euen their owne ent- champions Paiwa and Vega, and their owne 
Inquiſitors Hier om mus ab Oleaſtro, and their owne Biſhop Iſidorus Clarus, and their owne Cardinall Tu. 
mad 4 Ne Catan, doe either make new Tranſlations themielues, or tollow new ones of other mens ma- 
king, or note the vulgar Interpreter for halting; none of chem teare to diſſent from him nor yet to ex- 
cept againſt him. And call they this an vnitorme tenour of text and iudgement about the text, is many of 

their Worthies diſclaiming the now receiued conceit? Nay, we will yet come neerer the quicke: doth not 

their Paris edition differ — the Lowaine , and Hentemus his from them both, and yet all ot them allowed 

vy authority ? Nay, doth not Sixtus Qummtus confeſſe, that certaine Cat holikes ( he meaiieth certaine of — 
his owne ſide) were in ſuch an humour of tranllating the Scriptures into. Carne, that Satan taking occaſion far fr 2 3b 4 


by chem, though they thought of no ſuch matter, did ſtriue vrhat hee could, out ot ſo vncertaine and ma- 
nifold a varietie of Tranſlations, ſo to mingle all things, that nothing might ſeeme to bee left certaine 
and firme in them, &c. ? Nay further, did not the ſame Sixtus ordaine by aniinuiolable decree, and that 
with the counſell and conſent of his Cardinals, ĩhat the Latine edition of the Old and New T eſtament, 
which the Councill of Trent would haue to bee authentike , is the ſame without contronerſie which hee 
then ſet foorth, being diligently corrected and printed in the Printing houſe of Vatican ? Thus S. x 
in his Preface before his Bible, And yet Clement the eight his immediate lucceſſour, to accompt ot, publiſh- 
eth another edition of the Bible , containing init infinite ditterences from that of Saus, ( and many of 
them weighty and materiall) and yet this muſt bee authentike by all meanes. What is to haue the faich of 
our glorious Lord Ixsvs CRRAIS H with Lea and Nay, if chis be not? Againe, what is ſweete harmony 
and conſent, if this be ? Therefore as Denaaratus of Cormth aduiſed a great King, before he talked ofthe dii- 
ſenſions among the Grecia, to compoſe his domeſticke broiles: (for at that time his Queene and his ſon 
and heire were ut deadly fuide with him) ſo all the while that our aduerſaries doe make ſo many and fo ya- A 
rious editions themſelues, and doe iarre ſo much about the worth and authority of them, they can with no 
ſhew of equity challenge vs for changing and correcting. 

Eat it is high time to leaue them, and to ſhe w in briefe what we propoſed to our ſelues, and what courie 
we held in this our peruſall and ſuruey of the Bible. Truely (good Chriſtian Reader ) wee neuer thought 
from the beginning, that wee hould needfo make a new Tranflation,nor yet to makè ofa badone a good 
one, ( for then the imputation of Sixtus had been true in ſome ſort, that our people had been fed with gall 
of Dragons in ſtead of wine, with whey in ſtead of milke : ) (but to make a good one better, or out of 
many good ones, one principal good one, not iuſtly to bee excepted againſt; that hath beene our ind ea- 
uour, that our marke. To that purpoſsthere were many choſen , that were greater in other mens eyes 
then in their one, and that ſought the trueth rather then their owne prayle, Againe , they came or 
were thought to come to the worke,not exercendscewſa,(asone ſaith) but exercitats,that is, learned, not to 


learne ; For the chiefe ouerſeer. and 59400 46x75 vader his Maiaſtie to whom not only we, but alſo our | q 
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whole Church was much bound, knew by his wiſedome, which thing al'o Næxuen taught ſolong a- 
goe,thatir is a prepoſterous order to teach firſt and to learne aſter, yea that vd ir iS xepapury Er 
to learne and practiſe together, is neither commendable tor the workeman, nor ſafe for the worke, There- 
fore ſuch were thought vpon, as could ſay modeſtly with Saint Hierome, Et Hebr aum Ser monem ex parte 
didicimus , & in Latin pene ab ſis incunabulis &c. detriti ſurmus, Both wee haue learned the Hebrew rongue in 
part, and in the Latine wee haue beene exerciſed almoſt from our vere cradle. Saint Hurome maketh no mention 
of the Greeke tongue, wherein yer he did excell, becauſe he tranſlated not the old Teſtament ont of Greeke, 
but-out of Hebrew, And in what fort did theſe aſſemble? in the truſt of their owne knowledge, or of 
their ſharpeneſſe of wit, or deepeneſle of iudgement, as it were in an arme ot fleſh? At no hand, They 
truſted in him that hath the key of Dauid, opening and no man ſhutting ; they prayed to the Lord the Fa- 
ther of our Lord, to the effect that Saint Auguſtine did; O let thy Scriptures bee my pure delight , let mee not bee 
deceined in them, neither let me dec etue by them, In this confidence, and with this deuotion did they aſſem- 
ble together; not too many, leit one ſhould trouble another; and yet many, leſt many things haply might 
eſcape them. If you aske what they had beſpre them, truly it was the Hebrew text ofthe old Teſtament, the 
Grecke of the New. Theſe are the two golden pipes, or rather conduits, where through the oliue branches 
emptie themſelues into the golde, Saint Anguſtine calleth them precedent, or originall Tongues; Saint 
Hierome, fountaines, The {ame S. Hierome aftirmerh, and Gratian hath not ſpared to; put it into his Decree, 
That a the credite of the olde Boołkęs (hee meaneth of the Old Teſtament ) #70 bee tried by the Hebrew Vo- 
lumes, ſo of the New by the Greeks tongus, hee meaneth bythe originall Greeke, If trueth bee to bee tried by 
theſe tongues, then whence ſhould a tranſlation be made, but out ofchem ? Thele tongues therefore, the 
Scriptures we ſay in thoſe tongues, we ſet before vs to tranſlate, being the tongues wherein Ged was plea- 
ied to ſpeake to his Church by his Prophets and Apoſtles, Neither did wee run ouer the worke with that 
poſting haſte that the Septuazint did, if that be true which is repartedof them, that they finiſhed it inſeuenty 
two dayes; neither were we barred or hindred from going ouer it againe, hauing once done it, like Saint 
Hierome, if that be true which himſelfereporteth, that he could no ſooner write any thing, but preſently it 
was _ from him, and publiſhed, and he could not haue leaue to mend it: neither, to be ſhort , were 
we the firſt that fell in hand with tranilating the Scripture into Engliſh, and conſequently deſtitute of for- 
mer helpes, as it is written of Origen, that he was the firſt in a manner, that put his hand to write Commen- 
taries vpon the Scriptures, and therefore no marueile, if he ouer- ſhot himſelfe many times. None of theſe 
things the worke hath not beene hudled vp in ſeuenty two dayes, but hath coſt the workemen, as light as 
it ſeemeth, the paines of twiſe ſeuen times ſeuentie two dayes and more: matters of ſuch weight and con- 
ſequence are to be ſpeeded with maturitie: for ina buſineſſe of moment a man feareth not the blame of con- 
uenient ſlackneſſe. Neither did wee thinke much to conſult the Tranflators or Commentators, Chaldee, 
Hebrew,Syrian,Greeke or Latine, no nor the Spaniſb, French, Italian, or Datch; neither did we ditdaineto re- 
uiſe that which wee had done, and to bring backe to the anuill that which wee had hammered: but ha- 
uing and vſing as great helpes as wereneedtull, and fearing noreproch for ſlowneſſe, nor coueting praiſe 
for expedition,wee haue at the length, chrougli the good hand of the Lord vpon vs, brought the worke to 
that paſſe that you ſee. 

Some peraduenture would haue no varietie of ſences to bee ſet in the margine, leſt the authoritie of the 
Scriptures for deciding of controuer ſies by that ſhew of vncertainitie, ſhould ſomevthat bee ſhaken, Eat 
we hold theiriudgement not to bee ſo ſound in this point. For though, whatſscmer things are nice fſerie, are 
mani ſeſt, as S. Chr j ſoſtome ſaith, and as S Augaſtine, Intheſe things that are plavncly ſet dowre in the Scrip- 
tures alt ſuch matters are found that concerne Faith, Hope, and C hari ie. M et for all that it cannot bee diflem- 
bled, that partly to exerciſe and wher our wits, partly to weane the curious from loathing of them for their 
euery· where plaineſſe, partly alſo to ftirre vp our devotion to craue the aſſiſtance of Gods Spirit by 
prayer, and laſtly, that we might be forward to ſceke ayd ofour brethren by conference, and neuer ſcorne 
thoſe that be not in all reſpects ſo complete as they ſnould be, being to ſeeke in many things our ſelues, it 
hath pleaſed God in his diuine prouidence, heere and there to ſcatter words and ſentences of that difficul- 
tie and doubtfulneſſe, not in doctrinall points that concerne ſaluation (for in ſuch it hath bene vouched 
that the Scriptures are plaine) but in matters of leſſe moment, that fearelulneſſe would better beſeeme vs 
then confidence, and if we will reſolue, to reſolue vpon modeſtie with Saint Auguſtine, (though not in this 
ſame caſe altogether, yet vpon the ſame ground ) Melius et dubit are de occulti, quam litigare de incertis, it is 
better to make doubt of thoſe things which are ſecret, then to ſtrive about thoſe things that are vncer- 
taine. There bee many wordes inthe Scriptures, which be neuer found there but once, (hauing neither 
brother nor neighbour, as the Hebrewes ſpeake) io that wee cannot be Apes conference of places. A- 
gaine, there be many rare names of certaine birds, beaſts and precious ſtones, &c. concerning which the 
Hebrewes themſelues are fb diuided among themſelues for iudgement, that they may ſeeme to haue defined 
this or that, rather becauſe they would ſay ſomething, then becauſe _y were ſure of that which they ſayd, 
as Saint Hic rome ſomewhere ſaith of the Stu t. Now in ſuch a caſe, doeth not a margine doe well to 
admonith tlie Reader to ſeeke further. and not to conclude or dogmatize vpon this or that peremptorily ? 
For as it is a fi ult of incredulitie, to doubt of thoſe things that arc euident: ſo to determine of ſuch thir gs 
as the Spirit of God hath left ſeuen in the iudgement ot the iudicious) queſtionable, can bee no leſſe then 

reſumption. Therefore as S. Aazuſtinc ſaith, that varietie of Tranſlations is profitable for the finding out 
ofthe ſenſe of the Scriprures: ſo diuerfitie of ſignification and ſeſce in the murgine, where the text is not 
ſo cleate, muſt ncedes doe good, yea, is neceſſiry as we are perſwaded. Wee know that $:xtus Quintus ex- 
preſly forbiddeth, that any varietie ot readings oftheir vulgar edition, hould be put in the margine (which 
though it be not altogether the fame thing to that we haue in hand, yet it looketh that way) but we thinke 
he hath not all of his owne ſide his fauourers, tor this conoeit. They that are wiſe, had rather haue their 
iudgements at libertie in differences of readings, then to be captiuated to one,when it may be the other, If 
they were ſure that their hie Prieſt had all lawes fhaut vp in his breſt , as Paul the ſecond braged, and that he 
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were another matter; then his word were an Oracle, his opinion a deciſion. But the eyes of the world are auoorabice 
now open, God be thanked, and haue beene a great while, they find that he is ſubie& to the ſame affections Tpor 9 it 
and infirmities that others bee, that his body is ſubiect to wounds, and therefore ſo much as he prooueth, xtr in 
not as much as he claimeth, they grant and imbrace. 

An other thing we thinke good to admoniſh thee of ( gentle Reader) that we haue not tyed our ſelues 
to an vniformitie of phraſing, or to an identitie of words, as ſome peraduenture would wiſh that wee had 
done, becauſe they obſerue, that ſome learned men ſome where, haue been as exact as they could that = 
Truly,that wee might not varie from the ſenſe of that which we hadtranſlatedbefore if the word ſigniſi- 
ed the ſame thing in both places (for, there bee ſome words that bee not of the ſame ſenſe euery where) gyalouuge 
wee were eſpecially carefull, andmade a conſcience, according to our dutie. But, that we ſhould expreſſe 
the ſame notion in the ſame particular word ; as for example, if we tranſlate the Hebrew or Greeke word 
once by Purpoſe, neuer to call it Intent; if one where ſeuruqing, neuer Irausilug: if one where Thinke,neuer 
Suppoſe; if one where Paine, neuer Ache; if one where oy, neuer Gladneſſe, &c. Thus to minſe the matter, 
we thought to ſauour more of curioſity then wiſedome, and that rather it would breed ſcorne in the Athiſt, 
then bring profit to the godly Reader. For is the kingdome of God become words or — ? why. 
ſhould we be in bondage to themif e may be free, vie one preciſely when we may vic another no leſſe fit, 
as commodiouſiy? A godly Father in the Primitiue time ſhewed himſelfe greatly moued, that one of new- 
fanglenes called xpCC275y oxiparsc, though the difference bee little or none; and another reporteth, that A bed. 
he was much abuſed for turning C#curbrra(to which reading the people had beene vſed) into Hedera. Now Niceph. Caliſt 
if this happen in better times, and vpon fo ſmall occaſions, we might iuſtly feare hard cenfure, if general. lib. &. ap. 42 
ly we ſhould make verbull and vnneceſſary changings.
